CANUCKS HOCKEY OPS EXECUTIVE 


Michael D. Gillis is the 10th General Manager in the history of the 
Vancouver Canucks and is in his fifth season in the club's front of- 
fice. As President & General Manager, Gillis has led the Canucks 
to Northwest Division titles every season since joining the orga- 
nization and to two Presidents’ Trophies. He also constructed the 
2011 squad that set a franchise record with 117 points in the regular 
season and won the Clarence Campbell Bowl as the Western Con- 
ference playoff champions. He received the General Manager of 
the Year Award at the 201] NHL Awards. 


Gillis is responsible for the overall strategic direction of Canucks 
Sports & Entertainment working in partnership with Chief Oper- 
ating Officer, Victor de Bonis. He provides strategic leadership to 
the Hockey Operations Department, overseeing the Canucks top 
minor league affiliates, negotiating player contracts and executing 
viable, long-term strategies for player growth and development. At 
the 2013 trade deadline, he acquired Derek Roy. Over the past four 
seasons Gillis has secured core players on the Canucks roster to 
long-term deals through the 2013.14 season including Kevin Bieksa, 
Chris Higgins, Dan Hamhuis, Ryan Kesler, Daniel Sedin, Henrik Sedin, 
Alex Burrows and Alex Edler.

Alain Vigneault is the 16th Head Coach in Vancouver Canucks his- 
tory. Since his anpointment on June 20, 2006, Vigneault has led the 
Canucks to two Presidents’ Trophies, a Stanley Cup Final appear- 
ance, and six Northwest Division titles and postseason berths in 
seven seasons with the club. Vigneault’s combined regular season 
record (313-170-57) represents the most successful winning per- 
centage (.632) by a Vancouver Head Coach. 


In the 2012.13 season, Vigneault recorded his 300th victory with 
Vancouver, Mar. 14/13 vs NSH, becoming the first Canucks head 
coach in franchise history to reach the milestone win. He became 
the longest tenured coach in franchise history, coaching his 530th 
game for Vancouver Apr. 6/13 vs CGY, passing Marc Crawford who 
compiled a 246-189-(62)32 record in 529 games for Vancouver. Vi- 
gneault finished the 2012.13 season ranked sixth among active NHL 
coaches for all-time games coached and seventh for most wins. He 
collected his 400th career win as an NHL head coach, Feb. 1/13 vs 
CHI. He reached the 400 wins milestone in his 766th game coached 
in the NHL, becoming the eighth fastest coach to reach the mark 
behind only Scotty Bowman (690 games), Glen Sather (694 games), 
Mike Babcock (699 games), Toe Blake (724 games), Dave Tippett 
(729 games), Mike Keenan (731 games) and Ken Hitchcock (736 
games). 


In 2010.11 Vigneault guided the club to a 54-19-9 record, setting a 
franchise wins and points record. He led the club to a Presidents’ 
Trophy for most points in the regular season for the first time in 
franchise history. He also served as an assistant coach at the 2011 
NHL All-Star Game. 


Vigneault’s inaugural season with Vancouver was the also the club’s 
most successful regular season at that date in time. The Canucks 
set franchise records for wins (49), points (105) and captured the 
Northwest Division title, earning a playoff berth for the first time 
since 2003.04. In recognition of these significant achievements, Vi- 
gneault was presented with the Jack Adams Award as NHL Coach 
of the Year at the 2007 NHL Awards in Toronto. 


Vigneault previously served as Head Coach of the Montreal Cana- 
diens from 1997-2001, becoming the organization’s second young- 
est coach in club history at the age of 36. He compiled an NHL re- 
cord of 109-118-35-4, reaching the Eastern Conference Semi-Finals 
during his first season behind the Canadiens bench and was nomi- 
nated for the Jack Adams Award, following the 1999-2000 season. 


Vigneault joined Vancouver from the club's AHL affliate, the Mani- 
toba Moose, where he led the team to within one game of the con- 
ference finals. In the 2005.06 season, his first season as Head Coach 
with the Moose, Vigneault guided the club to a 44-24-7 record. 


COACHING STAFF 


Prior to joining the Moose, Vigneault spent 10 seasons as Head 
Coach in the QMJHL with Trois-Rivieres, Hull, Beauport and PEI. 
In 1988, Vigneault led the Olympiques to the Memorial Cup and 
was subsequently named CHL Coach of the Year. He has been 
honoured as coach of the QMJHL’s Second All-Star team on three 
separate occasions. 


Vigneault has also achieved success on the international stage. He 
served as an Assistant Coach with Canada’s National Junior Team 
in 1989 and 1991, winning a gold medal at the 1991 World Junior 
Championships in Saskatoon. 


The Quebec native began his career in the NHL playing for the St. 
Louis Blues from 1981 to 1983. Drafted by the Blues in the eighth 
round, 167th overall in the 1981 Entry Draft, the defenceman re- 
corded two goals, five assists and 82 penalty minutes in his NHL 
career. Vigneault went on to serve as a scout for the Blues for two 
seasons and as an Assistant Coach for the Ottawa Senators from 
1992 to 1996.

GAME NOTES 


NORTH BY NORTHWEST 


With a 3-1 victory over the Blackhawks on Apr. 22 the Canucks earned their fifth 
consecutive Northwest Division title and 10th division title in franchise history. Since 
the 2003-04 NHL season, Vancouver has captured more division titles than any other 
team in the NHL with a total of seven. Detroit ranks second in this category with six 
division titles since the 2003-04 season. The Canucks completed the 2012.13 season 
with a record of 26-15-7, ranking third overall in the Western Conference. 


O' CAPTAIN MY CAPTAIN 


With two assists Feb. 15/13 vs DAL, Henrik Sedin set a new franchise record for scor- 
ing (757), surpassing Markus Naslund, who was the previous all-time franchise scoring 
leader at 756. He now sits at 792 career points (182-610-792). Henrik already holds the 
club record for most assists (610) and ranks 10th for most goals (182), passing Greg 
Adams (179) Mar. 28 vs COL. He ranks second in games played at 940 (surpassed Stan 
Smyl Jan. 27/13 at SJ), trailing only Trevor Linden’s 1140 games with Vancouver. Hen- 
rik also ranks third among active players and holds the franchise record for highest 
cumulative plus/minus at +200 and is tied with Trevor Linden (33 GWG) in fourth for 
most game-winning goals in franchise history. 


¢ There are currently seven teams that have their all-time leading scorer on their ac- 
tive rosters: Teemu Selanne (ANA), David Legwand (NSH), Patrik Elias (NJ), Daniel 
Alfredsson (OTT), Patrick Marleau (SJ), Martin St. Louis (TB) and Henrik Sedin (VAN). 


¢ Henrik ranks 151st all-time for most points in League history, ranks 18th for most 
career points among active skaters and moved into 8th in NHL history among the 
highest scoring Swedish born players with two assists, Apr. 15/13 at NSH. 


¢ He was the 18th Swedish born player to reach the 900 game milestone in NHL 
history. 


¢ He collected his 600th career assist on Apr. 6/13 vs CGY, a feat only 76 players in 
League history have accomplished. 


RISING THROUGH THE RANKS 


With a two-point night (1-1-2) against the Chicago Blackhawks on Apr. 22/13 Daniel Se- 
din moved into sole possession of second place on the Canucks all-time scoring list. 
Daniel (291-467-758) moved past Markus Naslund in his 905th career game; the same 
amount of games it took brother Henrik to capture the lead as the all-time leading 
scorer in franchise history. Earlier this season he passed Trevor Linden, previously in 
third on the all-time scoring list, on Feb. 19/13, also against Chicago. Daniel currently 
holds the franchise record for most game-winning goals (63), ranks second in power 
play goals (106) and moved into third in franchise history with his 897th game in a 
Canucks uniform Apr. 6/13 vs CGY, passing Stan Smyl. Playing his 900th NHL game 
Apr. 13/13 at COL, Daniel became the 19th Swedish born NHL player to reach the 900 
game milestone. 


LEADER OF THE PACK 


The 2012.13 season marked Alain Vigneault’s seventh season with the Canucks and Iith 
as an NHL Head Coach. The Jack Adams Award winner in 2007, he currently ranks 6th 
among active coaches for games coached and holds the Canucks franchise record in 
this category (534). Vigneault also ranks 7th for most wins and collected his 400th 
career win as a head coach on Feb. 1/13 vs Chicago. By securing his 400th win in his 
766th game coached in the NHL, Vigneault became the eighth fastest coach to reach 
the milestone behind only Scotty Bowman (690 games), Glen Sather (694 games), 
Mike Babcock (699 games), Toe Blake (724 games), Dave Tippett (729 games), Mike 
Keenan (731 games) and Ken Hitchcock (736 games) (courtesy of Elias Sports Bureau).

MAN OF IRON 


Playing in his 535th consecutive game Dec. 26/Tl vs EDM, Canucks captain Henrik 
Sedin became the franchise leader for most consecutive games played. Brendan Mor- 
rison previously held the franchise record at 534 consecutive games from Mar. 16/00 
to Dec. 10/07. Henrik played his 629th consecutive game Apr. 27/13 at EDM and ranks 
seventh in NHL history for the longest ironman streak. Henrik started his consecu- 
tive games played streak Mar. 21/04 vs CBJ. St. Louis defenceman Jay Bouwmeester 
is the only active NHL player to have appeared in more consecutive games with a 
streak of 637.

NET GAINS 


With a victory Jan. 21/12 vs SJ, Roberto Luongo moved into first place in franchise 
history for wins with his 212th win in his 346th game with Vancouver. He passed Kirk 
McLean who had compiled 211 wins in 516 games with Vancouver. Luongo leads in 
a number of franchise categories including wins (233) and shutouts (35). He is one 
shutout from passing Turk Broda (62) to move solely into 15th all-time in NHL history. 
Luongo also is among League leaders all-time in wins. He is 1/th all-time and 2nd 
among active goaltenders in wins (348). He has accomplished these feats under pres- 
sure. Only eight goaltenders (two active) have faced more shots than Luongo’s 22,226. 


GOT SHORTY 


The Canucks tallied shorthanded empty-net goals in back-to-back games Apr. 6 vs 
CGY (Henrik Sedin) and Apr. 8 vs PHX (Dan Hamhuis). They became the first team to 
do so since the Ottawa Senators collected empty-net shorthanded goals in back- 
to-back games Oct. 27/07 at NJ (Daniel Alfredsson) and Nov. 1/07 vs ATL (Daniel Al- 
fredsson) (courtesy of the Elias Sports Bureau). The Canucks penalty kill finished the 
season ranked eighth in the NHL (84.0). 


S00 AND COUNTING 


Canucks Head Coach Alain Vigneault recorded his 300th win behind the Canucks 
bench with a decisive 7-4 victory over the Nashville Predators Mar. 14/13. Vigneault 
became the first coach in franchise history to reach the milestone and also holds 
franchise records for most playoff wins (33) and highest career win percentage (.632). 
On April 6/13 vs CGY he coached his 530th game with Vancouver and became the 
franchise leader in games coached, passing Marc Crawford (529). 


QUICK DELIVERY 


On Mar. 16/13 vs DET Alex Burrows set a franchise record for the quickest goal to start 
a game at six seconds in, breaking the previous record of nine seconds set by Trevor 
Linden on Jan. 16/94 vs ANA. The goal also tied a franchise record for the fastest goal 
to start a period. Steve Tambellini scored six seconds in to the second period on Jan. 
18/86 vs LA. Only three players in League history have scored in a quicker fashion to 
start a game, all at the five second mark: Doug Small (WPG) on Dec. 20/81 vs STL, Bry- 
an Trottier (NYI) on Mar. 22/84 at BOS and Alex Mogilny (BUF) on Dec. 21/91 at TOR. 


YOUNG GUNS 


With the overtime winner on Feb. 4/13 at EDM, Chris Tanev became the first Canuck 
to notch his first NHL goal in overtime. The last time an NHL player accomplished 
the same feat was Marc-Andre Gragnani on Apr. 3, 2011, as a member of the Buffalo 
Sabres. The last Canuck to score his first goal as a game-winner in regulation came 
on Feb. 9/13 vs CGY when Jordan Schroeder notched his first NHL goal. Prior to that, 
Lee Sweatt notched his first NHL goal (which would be the eventual game-winner) 
Jan. 26/11 on his first shot during his NHL debut (stats courtesy of Elias Sports Bureau). 


IT'S A SELLOUT! 


Supported by tremendous and loyal fans, the Apr. 25/13 game vs ANA marked the 
Canucks 43lst consecutive sell-out game at Rogers Arena. The streak began on No- 
vember 14, 2002. The capacity at Rogers Arena is 18,910.
